DENTAL  SCHOOL  APPROVED  AT  MCG 


The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  System  of 
Georgia  has  authorized  construction  of  a  school  of  dentistry 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  Announcement  of  the 
Regents'  action  was  made  by  Governor  Carl  Sanders,  April 
14th  in  Atlanta,  and  immediately  set  in  motion  the  ma- 
chinery for  establishment  of  the  dental  education  facility  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  Medical  College. 

In  his  announcement,  Governor  Sanders  said,  "The 
Regents  authorized  the  establishment  of  the  dental  school, 
along  with  a  resolution  pledging  the  construction  within  the 
next  two  years  of  a  separate  outpatient  clinical  facility  for 
dental  students,  the  staffing  of  the  school,  and  funds  for 
future  operating  expenses.  The  Board'  s  authorization 
follows  the  recent  recommendation  of  a  dental  Survey  Com- 
mittee composed  of  seven  prominent  Georgia  dentists". 

The  Regents  approved  an  allocation  of  $4,  500,  000  in 
state  funds,  to  be  matched  by  $5-million+  in  federal  grants 
for  the  construction  of  an  Education  and  Research  Building 
consisting  of  clas s rooms ,  laboratories,  research  and 
graduate  teaching  facilitie  s  .  The  Board  also  approved  a 
resolution  declaring  that  it  will  provide  additional  clinical 
facilitie  s  f  o  r  the  School  of  Medicine  within  the  next  two 
years,  costing  an  estimated  $5.  5-million,  of  which  the  state 
will  contribute  $3-million. 

The  Education  and  Research  Building  will  be  available 
for  use  by  both  medical  and  dental  students  during  the  first 
two  years  of  their  instruction.  It  will  provide  space  for  an 
entering  class  of  48  dental  students,  and  will  accommodate 
an  increased  Medical  College  enrollment,  when  it  is  com- 
pleted in  1969. 

Most  of  the  newly-approved  facilities,  in  addition  to  a 
previously  proposed  Student  Center  (on  which  construction 
is  expected  to  begin  by  late  summer)  and  a  student  housing 
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development,  are  to  be  located  on  a  26-acre  Urban  Renewal 
tract  which  the  state  is  in  the  process  of  acquiring  at  a  cost 
of  $750,  000  (see  page  8). 

Obviously  proud  of  the  support  he  has  given  the  Uni- 
versity System,  Governor  Sanders  said,  "this  proposed 
Medical  College  development,  plus  a  $606,000  library 
building  completed  in  1963,  and  an  animal  care  facility  pre- 
sently under  construction,  brings  the  total  cost  of  projects 
completed  or  authorized  during  this  administration  to 

$13,  461,  000  an  amount  larger  than  the  t  o  t  a  1  of  all  state 

allocations  to  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  since  it  was 
first  chartered  by  the  Legislature  in  1828.  " 

An  interesting  historic  note:  The  Medical  College  has 
been  in  continuous  operation  for  137  years  except  for  a 
brief  period  during  the  War  Between  the  States.  It  began 
operation  as  the  Medical  Institute  of  Georgia  with  an  en- 
rollment of  seven  students  and  a  total  operating  capital  of 
$457 .  13,  which  had  been  gathered  by  t  w  o  of  its  founders , 
Dr.  Milton  Antony  and  Dr.  Louis  A.  Dugas.  By  compari- 
son, the  state's  allocation  of  operating  funds  for  fiscal  1965 
is  $2,  194, 000. 

The  Governor  concluded  his  announcement  by  saying, 
"we  are  only  at  the  beginning  of  mounting  national  demand

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for  intensified  medical  and  dental  training;  and  thus  I  be- 
lieve that  our  firm,  well- financ ed  program  of  improvement 
in  both  the  quality  and  the  facilitie  s  for  this  type  of  pro- 
fessional education  is  not  only  a  positive  response  to  this 
challenge  but  also  is  an  essential  prerequisite  for  a  healthi- 
er and  better  life  for  every  family  in  our  region.  " 


In  view  of  general  state-wide  interest  in  the  growth  and 
obligations  of  the  Medical  College,  the  Foundation  and 
Alumni  News  is  pleased  to  reprint  two  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  University  System  Board  of  Regents: 


RESOLUTION 


The  Board  of  Regents  at  its  March,  1964, 
meeting  allocated  the  sum  of  $4,  500,  000  to  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Georgia  for  construction  of  a  Class- 
room, Laboratories,  Research  and  Graduate  Edu- 
cation Building,  Project  0-17;  by  further  action  in 
February,  1965,  the  Board  approved  an  application  by 
the  Regents  and  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  to  the 
Public  Health  Service  under  Title  VII,  Parts  A  and  B 
of  the  Public  Health  Services  Act,  for  a  grant  of 
$5,  139,  140  to  construct  and  equip  an  education  and 
research  facility  which  will  allow  the  Medical  College 
of  Georgia  to  increase  the  entering  class  of  students 
in  the  School  of  Medicine  from  100  to  144,  increase 
the  number  of  graduate  students  from  35  to  1Z0,  and 
to  increase  the  research  activity  by  faculty  and  stu- 
dents. These  expansions  of  health  education  facilities 
are  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  State  and  the  na- 
tion. The  Board  has  reviewed  the  proposed  budget 
for  operating  the  expanded  programs  of  t  h  e  Medical 
College  of  Georgia  upon  completion  of  the  education 
and  research  facilities.  These  Committees  have  re- 
viewed also  the  program  for  expansion  of  clinical  fa- 
cilities which  will  be  necessary  for  the  increased 
number  of  students  in  the  School  of  Medicine. 

Therefore,  in  event  of  approval  of  the  application 
to  the  Public  Health  Service  for  $5,  139,  140  the  Board 
of  Regents  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  and  it 
does  hereby  declare  that  it  will  make  available  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  additional  funds  of 
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approximately  $1,  105,000  for  the  year  1968-  1969  and 
$1,  449,  000  for  the  y  e  a  r  1969-  1970  for  the  operation 
of  the  expanded  medical  and  graduate  education 
program,  including  faculty,  staff,  special  services, 
and  new  department s .  The  funds  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  for  the  years  1968-  1969  and  1969- 
1970  will  be  in  addition  t  o  internal  income  of  the 
Medical  College  estimated  to  b  e  $265,000  for  1968- 
1969  and  $321,  000  for  1969-19  70.  However,  it  is 
understood  that  the  amount  of  additional  funds  author- 
ized by  this  resolution  may  be  reduced  through  sup- 
port to  be  received  b  y  the  Medical  College  through 
foundation  and  other  grants. 

Further  resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Regents, 
recognizing  the  need  for  additional  clinical  facilities, 
including  hospital  beds,  clinic  s,  and  special  care 
units ,  shall  and  it  does  hereby  declare  that  it  will 
provide  capital  funds  of  $5,270,000  for  the  con- 
struction and  equipping  of  such  facilities;  approxi- 
mately $3,  000,  000  of  this  sum  to  be  from  State  funds 
and  approximately  $2,270,000  from  foundation  and 
other  grants. 

RESOLUTION 

Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  and  it 
does  hereby  approve  the  establishment  of  a  complete 
dental  education  and  training  facility  at  t  h  e  Medical 
College  of  Georgia,  with  the  first  unit  to  be  activated 
a  School  of  Dentistry  with  an  entering  class  size  of  48 
to  50. 

To  begin  the  planning  of  the  School  of  Dentistry, 
Governor  Carl  Sanders  has  made  available  for  this 
purpose  the  sum  of  $100,  000  for  the  first  year,  and 
$150,  000  for  the  second  year  of  the  biennium.  These 
funds  will  provide  for  a  dean,  two  or  three  faculty 
members,  and  the  necessary  secretarial  h  e  1  p  ,  sup- 
plies and  travel  which  will  be  necessary  in  the  plan- 
ning stages  of  the  school. 

The  first  four  years  will  be  spent  in  developing 
the  facilities  and  faculty  of  t  h  e  school.  Students  will 
not  be  admitted  before  the  fifth  year.  Thus,  it  will 
take  eight  years  before  the  first  dental  students  would 
be  graduated. 
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PLANS  REVEALED  FOR  STUDENT  CENTER 


MCG  officials  have  announced  that  construction  of  a 
student  center  will  initiate  the  college's  long-awaited  multi- 
million  dollar  expansion  program.  The  center  is  to  be  lo- 
cated in  the  Urban  Renewal  tract  which  is  now  being  cleared 
for  Medical  College  use.  Construction  may  begin  within  the 
next  sixty  days. 

Dr.  David  B.  McCorkle,  director  of  student  affairs, 
says  the  Student  Center  with  its  food  services  area  will 
include  a  snack  bar,  a  cafeteria,  recreation  facilities  for 
games  and  swimming,  an  exercise  room,  hobby  rooms, 
meeting  rooms,  and  a  lounge  area.  Of  all  facilities  to  be 
built  in  the  Renewal  area,  the  Student  Center  will  be  closest 
to  the  teaching  hospital,  located  near  the  intersection  of 
Gwinnett  and  15th  Streets. 


THE  STUDENT  CENTER  WILL  HOUSE  FACILITIES  INCLUDING  BOOKSTORE , 
FOOD  SERVICES  (SNACK  BAR  AND  CAFETERIA),  MEETING  ROOMS.  AND  REC- 
REATIONAL AREAS. 
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As  the  accompanying  scenes  illustrate,  the  clearance 
of  buildings  from  the  Urban  Renewal  site  to  be  acquired  by 
MCG  is  well  under  way.  The  demolition  areas  in  which 
these  pictures  were  taken  are  on  both  Gwinnett  and  15th 
Streets . 

As  an  accommodation  to  the  college,  the  Department  of 
Urban  Renewal  expects  to  make  pr  ogres  sive  segments  of 
the  area  available  to  the  college  at  intervals,  so  that  con- 
struction of  various  f  a  c  i  1  i  t  i  e  s  may  proceed.  The  first 
structure  to  be  built  is  the  Student  Center  (see  page  7). 
The  entire  area  is  to  have  been  conveyed  to  the  college  by 
December,  1965,  provided  no  unforeseen  1  e  g  a  1  difficulties 
arise.

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MINUTES:    FOUNDATION  TRUSTEES'  MEETING 
May  2,  1965 
Augusta,  Georgia 

Trustees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  Foundation 
met  Sunday,  May  2,  1965,  at  the  Augusta  Town  House, 
Augusta,  Georgia. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2:15  p.m.  by  Dr. 
Billy  Hardman,  who  presided  in  the  absence  of  President 
C.   Mark  Whitehead.     Present  were  trustees  Hardman  and 
Sam  E.    Patton;   trustee- elect  Dr.  Irving  Victor;   Dr.  C. 
Walter  Coolidge  president-elect  of  the  Alumni  Association; 
Dr.  Harry  B.  O'Rear,    president,   Medical  College  of 
Georgia;   Mr.   Warren  Hites,    executive  secretary,  Medical 
College  of  Georgia  Foundation;  and  Mrs.   Mary  M.  Lewis, 
secretary,  Medical  College  of  Georgia  Foundation.  Dr. 
Coolidge  was  authorized  to  vote  for  Dr.   Whitehead,  and  Dr. 
Victor  was  authorized  to  vote  in  behalf  of  Dr.  Deaton. 

Minute s  of  the  Trustees'  meeting  of  December  13, 
1964,  were  approved  as  read. 

The  financial  report  for  the  period  ending  at  the  close 
of  March,  1965,  was  received  as  information,  as  was  an 
auditor's  report  which  declared  that  the  accounting  records 
of  the  Foundation  were  in  orde r .  It  was  noted  that  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  Foundation  now  had  investments 
totaling  $49 ,  24  1 .  38  (at  cost) ,  and  that  the  current  quoted 
market  value  of  the  various  stocks  and  securities  was  cur- 
rently placed  at  $57,  060.  66.  .  .  representing  a  net  increase 
of  $7,  819. 28. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  a  report  by  Dr.  O'Rear 
on  new  state  grants  and  construction  of  various  facilities  on 
the  Medical  College  campus.  (This  information  i  s  sum- 
marized elsewhere  in  this  issue,  beginning  on  page  3). 

A  suggestion  was  made  that  the  Foundation  consider 
the  transfer  of  certain  funds  from  its  general  account  to  the 
Neurosurgery  account,  and  that  the  transfer  be  made  in  the 
name  of  the  late  Carl  T.  Sanders,  father  of  Governor 
Sanders.  Dr.  O'Rear  amended  the  suggestion  by  proposing 
that  the  gift  to  the  Neurosurgery  fund  be  made  from  the 
President's  Discretionary  Fund.  The  Discretionary  Fund, 
he  noted,  was  supported  by  grants  from  the  Alumni  Associ- 
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ation  and,  therefore,  would  more  nearly  represent  a  me- 
morial gift  from  the  Medical  College's  alumni  as  a  whole, 
His  proposal  was  accepted  with  appreciation. 

Dr.  O'Rear  then  summarized  the  work  which  had  been 
done  by  the  college's  Department  of  Continuing  Education. 
He  said  it  frequently  is  necessary  to  transport  several 
members  of  the  faculty  to  various  meetings  in  other  parts 
of  the  state,  and  that  an  automobile  earmarked  for  the  use 
of  the  Continuing  Education  Department  was  an  immediate 
pressing  need.  He  said  state  law  prohibits  the  purchase  of 
a  passenger  vehicle  by  the  college,  and  asked  that  the 
Foundation  consider  such  a  purchase,  in  behalf  of  the 
school.  On  a  motion  by  Dr.  Patton,  the  trustees  voted  to 
allocate  the  sum  of  not  more  than  $3,000  for  a  station 
wagon,  and  asked  Dr.  O'Rear  to  request  bids  based  on 
specifications  yet  to  be  drawn. 

A  letter  of  resignation  was  read  from  Mr.  Hites.  The 
letter  contained  a  recommendation  that  Mrs.  Lewis  be  con- 
sidered for  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary.  On  a  fur- 
ther recommendation  from  Dr.  O'Rear,  Mrs.  Lewis  was 
appointed  to  the  post  effective  July  1,  1965. 

Next  the  Trustees,  on  proxy  authority  from  the  mem- 
bership, installed  Dr.  Victor  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

The  final  order  of  business  was  election  of  officers  for 
fiscal  1965-  1966.  Dr.  Billy  S.  Hardman  was  elected  presi- 
dent; Dr.  Neal  F.  Yeomans  was  elected  vice  president;  and 
Dr.  Victor  was  elected  secretary-treasurer. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  3:45  p.m.  with  notice  that 
the  interim  meeting  will  b  e  held  in  Augusta  during  the 
weekend  of  the  1965  Alumni  Reunion.
